Religious Miscellany. 


Deceased Royalty. 
' Eprrors Pacrric.—On the 11th inst. 
his Hawaiian Majesty, Lot Kamehame- 
ha V., departed this life, having just 
completed his forty-second year. He 
was proclaimed the successor of his 
brother, Alexander Liholiho Kameha- 
meha IV, November 30th, 1863, so that 
he had reigned nine years and ten days. 
Early in May, 1864, his majesty called 
@ convention of delegates under the pre- 
tense of amending the constitution ad 
the people of Kamehameha III. An in- | 
strument prepared by the united wisdom 
of such men as Rev. William Richards 
and Judge Wm. L. Lee, under which, 
in 1845, representatives from the com. 
mon people were first chosen. An in- 
strument which guaranteed to each man 
free speech, the right of property, trial 
by jury, and the privilege of voting, 
Under this constitution all was quiet and 
prosperous for nearly twenty-four years, 
till “‘ another king arose who knew not 
Joseph.”” When his majesty, Lot Kam- 
ehameha V called a convention of dele- 
gates to discuss the question of amend- 
ment, as he said, there is little reason to 
doubt that he had pre-determined to 
abrogate rather than amend the consti- | 
tution; for though it was ably defended 
both by native and foreign delegates, 
who held on more than a month, yet on 
the 13th of August his majesty took up- 
on himself the responsibility of cutting 
the knot with his own hands—in other 
words, he abrogated the constitution, the 
gift to his people of their beloved SOV- 
ereign, Kauikeaouli, or Kamehameha LT, 
and dismissed the convention. Nothing, 
save the influence of the gospel, in my 
opinion, saved the king from a revolt of 
his subiects, deprived as they were of 
their God-given nghts, bestowed by their 
‘levered and beloved sovereign, Kame- 
hameha III. It was a retrograde move- 
‘ment; the evil effects of which continue 
to this day, and from which there is 
much reason to fear the nation will not 
soon, if ever, recover. 
, In one short week from the abrogation 
of the old constitution, August 20th, 
1864, the king gave the people a new 
one. Quick work this, certainly. One 
would think, perhaps, that for looks 
rake, if nothing more, some few months 
might have been given to the work of take 
preparing a constitution which was to 
the place of the one just then repudiated. 
But those who think thus may not know 
that the new king was deadly opposed 
to the old constitution ; regarded it as 
the production of old fogies far behind 
the times. It is said that his majesty 


there was nothing between him and the 
throne of God. The whole thing being 
predetermined, the new constitution may 


being presented to the people. Besides, 
no small share of the new one was copied 
from the old one, or slightly changed. | 
With the exception of taking from the 
poor the right of suffrage, making it a 
property qualification, and the merging 
the two houses of Legislature—the Lords 
and Commons—into one, I seeno particu- 
lar objection to the new constitution. 
With the above exceptions, which many 
regard as a retrograde movement, in- 
jurious to the common people, the con- 
stitution is well enough, though in no 
respect superior to the old one, the work 
of such men as Richards and Lee, and 
the gift of a beloved Sovereign. This 
is the third king who has been crowned, 


since my residence on the islands, com- 
mencing early in 1828. In my opinion, 
founded on what I know of Kameham- 
eha III, and what I gathered from Rev. 
Mr. Richards and others, that beloved 
king might still be alive, and might live | 
to a good old age. Mr. Richards, who 

was on terms of affectionate intimacy 
with him,assured me, that his majesty 
had a most excellent constitution, and 
for aught that could be seen, might have 
seen many days and enjoyd good health. 
Had he kept his pledge of total absti- 
nence from all intoxicating drinks, the 
nation ‘would not, as now, be without a 
head. But the kind-hearted, good-’ 
natured man, could not resist the temp- 
tation to indulge his appetite for strong 
drink. And he had about him natives and 
foreigners who left no means untried to 


His understanding was convinced that 
strict temperance alone would give him 
long life and prosperity. His conscience 
was on the side of abstinence, and more 
than once he resolved to be true to his 
convictions to ‘ touch not, taste not, 
handle not.” But he lacked moral 
power to resist the solicitations of men 
whose great business is to entangle their 
fellow-men in the’ meshes of intemper, | 
ance. And so our kind-hearted, loving 
Sovereign Kaméhameha III, allowed 
his worst ant the foes of 


race, to draw his bark into the mael- 
strom of dissipation and death. But for 
his want of firmness to resist solicita- 
tions to sin, what a different state of 
things should we now witness so far as 
government is concerned. The bark of 
our revered and loved king would have 
sailed smoothly over the sea of political 
life ; and we have great reason to hope | 
would, after a long and prosperous voy- 
age, have entered the haven of rest. 
And then, what an influence would his 
example have exerted on the young men, 
chiefs and commens of his kingdom ? I 
can think of no Hawaiian of my 
acquaintance, to whom God had com- 
mitted such an amount of talent in the 
shape of influence, ability to sway the 
minds of young and old, as he commit- 
ted to Kauikeouli—this same Kameham- 
eha III, of precious memory. To this 
day he lives in the hearts of his people, 
from one end of.the land to the other. 
There is a charm inhis name. Nothing 
will so soon start the tear to the eye 
of a refiecting Hawaiian as an allusion 
to the kindriess of the good king Kam- 
ehameha III. And well may ‘they re- 
collect his uniform kindness. To him 
they are indebted for whatever they 
have of freedom; from raising them 
from a state of serfdom to one certainly 
of comparative independence. He call- 

ed to his aid the best talents i in the land, 

both native and foreign, and with their 
aid he drafted a constitution which 
would have done honor to a much older 
nation ; and this to the surprise and joy 
of the tatalligent and God-fearing, both 
at the islands and in, christian lands. 
He freely gave to his Hawaiian subjects. 

More than pis, | he allowed the people to 
purchase lands ‘and thus become dona 
fide the possessors of homes, Beginning 
at Makawao, his own land, and making | 
me his agent, he allowed me to sell to, 
each native of tltis district, as many 
acres, for one dollar per acre, as he or 
she chose to purchase, giving each of | 
them one acre and the house standing 
on it, and refusing to sell to any for- 
eigner till the people had secured the 
homes they wished. This was an act of 
great kindness on the part of his majes- 
ty, and it greatly endeared him to the 
people. And that such a ruler should 
fall into the snare set for him by my 
ested men, is deeply affecting.

TynpaLt in Youru.— “In 1848, 

wishing to improve myself in science, I 
went to the University of Marburg—the 
same old town in which my great name- 
sake, when even poorer than myself, 
published his translation of the Bible. 

I lodged in the plainest manner, in 4 
street which, perhaps, bore an appropri- 
ate name while 1 dwelt uponit. It was 
called the Ketzerback — the heretic’s 
back— from a little historical rivulet 
running through it, I wished to keep 
myself clean and hardy ; : so I purchased 
a cask and had it cut in two by a car- 
penter. Half that cask, filled with 
spring water over night, was placed in 
my small bed-room ; and never, during 
the years that I spent there, in winter 
or in summer,'did the clock of the beaut- 
jful Elizabeth-kirche, which was close 
at hand, finish striking the hour of six 
in the morning, before I was in my tub. 

For a good portion of the time I rose an. 
hour and a half earlier than this, work- 
ing by lamp-light at the differential cal- 
culus when the world was slumbering 
around me. And I risked this breach 
in my pursuits and this expenditure of 
time and money, not because I had any 
definite prospect of material profit in 
view, but because I thought the culti- 

vation of the intellect important—be- 
cause, moreover, I loved my work, and 
entertained the sure and vertain hope 

that, armed with knowledge, one can 

successfully fight one’s way through the 
world. It is with the view of giving 
others the chance that I then enjoyed, 
that I propose to devote the surplus of 
the money which you have so generous- 
ly poured in upon me, to the education 
of young philosophersin Germany. I 
ought not, for their sake, tovomit one 
additional motive by which I was up- 
held at the time here referred to—that 
was a sense of duty. Every «young 
man of high aims must, I think, have a 
spice of this principle’ within him. 

There are sure to be hours im his life 
when his outlook will be dark, his work 
difficult, and his intellectual future un- 
certain. Over such periods, when the 
stimulus of success is absent, he must be 
carried by his sense of duty. It may 
not be so quick an incentive as glory, 
but it is a nobler one; and gives a tone 
to character which glory cannot impart. 
That unflinching devotion to work, 
without which no real eminence in sci- 
ence is now. attainable; implies the 
Writing at certain times of the stern re- 
solve upon the student’s: character : ‘ I 
work, not because I like to:work, but 
because I ought»te work.’ In science, 
however, love and duty are sure to be 
rendered identical in the end.” 


Tae Brstz Sanscritr.—The Ger- 
man Missionary of Caleutta, says the 
Advocate, of New York, Dr. Wenger, 
after many years of incessant labor, has 
at last finished the great ‘work of trans- 
lating the whole Bible into the Sanscrit— 
the sacred language of the Hindus. 
The importance of this work has long 
been acknowledged, and English schol- 
ars, such as Carey and Yates, have suc- 
ceeded in separate sections only.

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The Influence of Gold and Silver 
on Civilization. 


The following extract taken from the lecture 
delivered by the Rev. Mr. Tuthill, before the 
Georgetown Lyceum, on Friday evening of 
last week, we publish with pleasure. It was at 
our own request that the matter was furnished 


by its author : 7 

‘The miner-man, he that digs out the 
precious metals, gold and silver, is a true civ- 
ilizer—he brings out that which goes to refine, 
and elevate man—differing from other miner- 
als, in that all their services are nobler—the 
faculties they appeal unto are higher. Iron 
and coal minister to the grosser animal wants 
more—the precious metals to the finer, more 
elevating. They have to do with taste, beauty, 
the asthetic and religious sentiments of man. 

‘¢ Consider the influence they have as orna- 
ment. ‘They may, and do minister to pride, 
and love of display, they may beget unlovely 
traits of character, but who can tell how much, 
their use as adornment has done to draw out 
the finer faculties of our nature, taste, har- 
mony, and a sense of beauty? Again here are 
these strongest, deepest emotions of the soul, 
friendship, love; their strongest | heart-ties, 
binding man to congenial spirits, and gold by 
its durability, by its incorruptible nature, 
seems of all metals most fitted to wait upon 
the pure affections. Take the ring, what 
sweet memories, what deepest feelings of love 
and tenderness cluster round that little circle 
of gold. 

‘‘ Nor must we forget their ministry in the 
highest, and holiest. faculties of our being the 
religious sentiments. How along down the 
ages, they have been employed as gifts to the 
deity, made into shrines, and furniture for 
temples, or fashioned into forms of sacred as- 
sociation, like the cross; what deepest feelings, 
and holy truthful love, have they called forth. 
And so the miner thongh himself a long exile 
from home he may be, with: a heart full of 
warm love going out to ashes, in his solitary 
life, the assemblies of his people hear not his 
devout thoughts ; yet for all that, .as he digs 
out with brawny arms, the precious, gold, 
shaped in some gift of love, or emblem of re- 


ligion, it is he that does somethin ry Bg hold 
true hearts together and keep firesides bright 


with love, and bring pure thoughts, and holy 
memories to many an erring and sinful one. 
Yes! a right true civilizer is he of man. 

Consider also how much thought, and ed- 
ucation it compels in the miner himself. Only 
hard thought, and the clear grit of résolute 
men, bring gold and silver here in our moun- 
tains. Just see how God locked up these 
treasures of his and how fast too, in the 
heart of these old mountains; as if he had 


said, now ye who are men of strong minds, and 


stout hearts only, get them out, and you shall 
have them. They are not put upon the surface, 
that any witless ignoramus, who has simply 
eyes and hands, can pick them up. No, but 
these metals are fastened down in the depths 
of these granite mountains, in veins and fis- 
sures, so that it requires sharp eyes to find 
them, hard patient labor to get them. And 
they are so united with other metals, that it 
requires the most skilful appliances of scierice, 
and are, the most ingenious methods of mechan- 
ism, and of chemistry, to seperate them, after 
the ore is taken out.’ Now most any sort of 
men can dig out coal when it is found, or mine 


out huge masses of iron. But to find even} 


these precious metals, to know where the rich 
ore gleams, down in the hidden depths of the 
rocks, requires keen observing : 


ore, is a still more. difficult so And no 
has given to thinking among our miners. 
How many minds have been turned to read, 
and study chemistry, how many have turned 
their thoughts to machinery, just because these 
shining metals have such close companions. 
Who can number the methods that have been 
devised? The ingenuity that has been exer- 
cised? The machinery simple and complex, 
that has been expended, and will be? Now 

1 this has put to school the minds of our 

iners; and they have been quickened, and 
educated, yes! They have got a mental disci- 
pline, thereby, that no institution, or any other 
teacher, than this hard fact, could give them. 
God’s university, it is better than any school of 
mining too, and ’tis open to all, and no charges 
either, and the best.of it is, no one has finished 
the full course yet.’’—Colorado Miner. 


Railway Construction. 

It is ascertained from the statistical returns of the 
year 1872, that the total cost of construction of six 
thousand five hundred and eleven miles of road 
is represented by the enormous figures, $424,- 
000,000. This is a good deal of money to spend 
in the course of one year, but the amount of the 
expenditure is less to be considered than the 
amount of value received, To the eye of unprac- 
ticed observation the distance traversed. by these 
rails does not appear to represent an equivalent 
return for such outlay. Sixty-five thousand dol- 
lars a mile is a price which shows very clearly 
that other elements besides that of absolute cost 
enter into the work of building. The sixty thou- 
sand miles of standard-gauge roads already built 
cost three billions, or an average of fifty th6usand 
per mile. In the ‘difference between these state- 
ments we recognize the obvious fact of the in- 
creased cost of labor, of iron, and of all materials 
that enter into the equipment. The in¢reasing 
value of property largely enhances the amount of 
damages for right of way. But, after all, we 
shall find a large measure of the augmented cost 
in the disposition of the projectors of these roads 
to amass colossal fortunes by adding to the se- 
curities represented by the roads. The manner 
in which a road already built may be prostituted 
to this spirit of unlimited eds find, an ever- 
memorable illustration in Erie; the manner in 
which a road in course of construction may be 
made subservient to payposes of private plunder, 
even to the extent of double the actual cost, is 
indelibly stamped by recent revelations upon the 
history of the Pacific roads built and building. 
The economy that may be practiced is confined 
to the sub-contractors, or limited to the means 
for meeting the interest required to quiet invest- 
ors. Many of the stockholders are politicians 
who have assisted in pressing to their ‘passage 
bills for the benefit of the roads, but who have 
never invested a dollar in money. If the money 
that goes into the pockets of jobbery were invest- 
ed in permanent improvements, in solid embank- 
ments in place of trestle work, in bridges of stone 
and iron in place of wood, in tasteful and sub- 
stantial station-houses in place of repulsive sheds, 
investors would only get what they are entitled to. 
The fact that they do not fairly or fully get what 
belongs to them is discouraging, and while Amer- 
icans are admittedly a patient and long-suffering | 
people, there must be some limit to the com- 
plaisance with which they regard plunder, and to 
their readiness to devote their money tothe pur- 
chase of railroad stocks.—Balto. Underwriter.

The two banks at Los Angeles made no re- 
turns last month, and the figures inserted are 
those for December.

| bridging, and twelve hundred feet of ‘tunnelling 
between these places. To give you some idea of 
the magnitude of this enterprise, I will describe 
the bridge that spans the Agua de Verrugas, a 
wild torrent running through a picturesque glen 
situated some 12,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. 

This extraordinary bridge was constructed by 
the Baltimore Bridge Company, and its dimen- 
sions have attracted general notice, It is remark- 
able for being the hi a of its kind in the world, 
and for-surpassing all others of the same class in 
its perfect system of bracings and connections. 
It is a viaduct structure, consisting of four deck 
spans, of the Fink truss type, three of which are 
110 feet long, and the fourth and central span be- 
ing 125 feet long. These spans rest on piers 
formed of wrought iron columns, and these piers’ 
are fifty feet long by fifteen wide on top. These 
piers are the principal features of interest, and 
are respectively 145 feet, 254efeet, and are 187
